overage for that period has been twenty- 
six ana three-quarters bushels per aero.

tin importation of wheat as groat, it not 
greater, thao in 18S4. There is at pres- 
ent available for consumption a total 
i-ome production ot 10,032,000 bushels. 
Eugland will, therefore, require nn im- 
portation of 132,COO,COO of wheat and 
tlour during the current harvest year 
ending August,.1833. For IS&t tbo im- 
portation aggregated 128,000,000 bcshels. 
Taking a period of eighteen years, wo 
find that during the first nine years the 
homo growth WBM 12,287,000 quarters (or 
buBhols) and the .importation 9,548,000 
quarters per >ear. For the last nine years 
o idiug 18S3-4 tho home crop gave only 
9,182,000 quarters, while the 
importt- 


swelled to 15,613,000 quarters per year 
This gives »ome ides of the decline 01 
agriculture in England. It is also a i«c' 
that manufactures are ako declining 
which does not furnish a very bright 
outlook for trade in England.

Reprieving r. Man Whoso Keck Was 


Barod for the Knife. 


How tlio Empire** Eutfoulo Saved On* 


or tlio Ornltki CoiiHplrntorM— 


Cupt. »cBudlo'» Trylns

Fe\v moil bavo stood on • tho scaffold and 


facod tbo French gui^otiao undor sontonco 
of doatb with noclis burod for the cruel hnifo 
and bavo iivod to describo thoir KMisatlom 
undor tbo terrible ordeal. 
Capt. Carlo da 


Rudio, one of tlio companions of Orsini in 
conspiracy against tho lifo oC Napoleon III, 
and ono of tlio men who threw a band gren- 
ade at tho cinjioror, ull of which is a matter 
of history, h;is passed through this experi- 
ence. Capt. du Rudio is now an olllcor in tbo 
Seventh cavalry, U." S. A., ar.d bos been 
spending several dnys at the Planter*' await- 
ing an assignment to duty. Hu is uu^'ijling, 
asarulo, to talk about this psrt oJ bis lifo, 
but in a friendly conversation with a re- 
porter be gavo a vivid and graphic picture 
of tbo scano on tho scaffold, and of tho inci- 
dents concocted with, this fateful period of 


Tho attempt on the emperor's life, tbo ar- 


rest of tho conspirators, and all of tho events 
connected with tho trial and condemnation 
aro matters of history. Napoleon was urged 
to clemency by an almost united European 
press, as it was thought an act oC magna- 
nimity such as that would havo a good offoct 
on tho revolutionary party, Ho was urged 
to pardon all of the convicted men. Ho, 
however, was bent on the execution of tho 
sontonco and tho elocution of throe patriots 
who had been condemned to doatli. Ho 
therefore referred tho whole mattor to l;is 
Bonate. Do Rudio was tho youngest' of tho 
throe condemned men, and had a 
wife 


just 10 years old, with an infant in her arms. 
Mrs. Do Rudio was an English girl, and in the 
hope 
of saving 
her 
husband through 


English mfluonco, fiho excited the pity of 
Queen Victoria, who communicated with tho 
Empress EuRonio and obtained hoi' promise 
that she would do all in her power tosavo l:i* 
life. Tho emperor would do nothing himself, 
and insisted on leaving tho wholo question of 
pardon with tho senate. Tho scnitto voted 
against interfering with tho sentence of tho 
court. 


It was ha!f-pKst3 o'clock in tho morning 


when tho senate adjourned, and the son 
tonctjs wore to bo executed at 7 o'clock. As 
yet nothing bad been done to save Do Rudio. 
The empress, when she hoard what had been 
done by tho senate, found it was impossible 
to influence Napoleon. It seemed inoritablo 
that Do Rudio should dl9 and that tlio 
prayer of his young wife should bo in vain. 
Tbo second place in tho trio bad fallen to tbo 
lot of Capt. do Rudio, and ho was to die im- 
mediately after tho first victim, and before 
Orsini, who was last. In accordance with 
tho rule in Franco tho priaonors wore notified 
o£ tho fact tlmt they had to die at 0 o'clock, 
ono hour before the 
time of execution. 


Priests were admitted to their pro^enco, und 
all preparations made for deaclu Do Rudio 
had completed tho arrangements for his ex- 
pected dissolution, had bidden farewell to 
his wife and child, and a tow minutes before) 
7 o'cloclc was led by his guard to tbo scaf- 
fold. 


It was tbo 10th of SIdrcb, a cold, blustor- 


ing day, with an unpleasant mixture of 
snow, rain and sleet falling. A most dis- 
agreeable, gloomy day, more fitted for the 
scone that was to taka place coulil not well bo 
itr.asin«d. Capt. de Rudio had his ni-ms 
bound twhind him, .and his clothing had boon 
stripped from his neck nnd shoulders almost 
tolllswajsttogive tho glittering curved blado 
whioh hocorld see suspended before him u 
frea and unobstructed corn-so through his 
nook.
